The very whiteness and purity 
of our flour is cited in proof of the 
charge, for it is said that as the Brit- 
ish millers can make only yellow flour 
from Indian wheat, the Americans 
must add the cornmeal, which is of a 
bluish tint, as a corrective to make 
their Sour white. The consul says this 
sort of argument is used in different 
parts of the kingdom with evil effect.

Armor Plate Improve*!. 


Washington, Feb. 11.—The navy dp. 


partment. is securing a constant im 
provement in the quality of its armor 
plates. A test made at Indian H<sui 
demonstrated that it now posse3ses;the 
best tin armor at least in the whole 
world. A four-inch plate representing 
some of the side armor of the battle 
ship Kearsage, that well up on the 
bows, was fired nt with a five-inch gun. 
Not Itfng ago a shot was calculated as 
able to penetrate completely an Tanner 
plate one and a half times as thick as 
its caliber. In other words, a five-inch 
shot would penetrate a plate seven and 
a half inches thick. This four-Inch 
plate, however, not only kept the shot 
out, but it smashed it up and the only 
mark left on the plate was .a slight 
dishing in tho center.

He j 
thereupon put bis bat npon his head, his 
example being instantly followed by ev- 
ery grandee present, who all remained 
covered until, his stool and cushion bav- 
ng been removed from the steps of the 
throne and placed beeide those of his 
seers, he bad aeated himself thereon. 
?his brought to a close tbe acntal cere- 
mony of almohada, which was rendered 
actraordinarily picturesque by the su- 
«rb toilets of the women, by the gor- 
;eons tabards of the royal heralds and 
>y ihebrilliantuniformsof the generals, 
ihe court officials, the ministers of state, 
and, last, but not least, by those of the 
diplomats."

The edges of 
this floating island are thin, of course, 
but near the center it is several feet 
thick and of sufficient strength to sup- 
port a good sized summer hotel, if some 
ono could be found that would care to 
make such a.venture. There is a good 
sized willow thicket near the center of 
the island, and scattered around among 
them swe several dwarf pines and asp-

is continually .blowing over this highly 
situated lake, and, acting as soils on a 
boat, move the 300 foot island hither 
and thither over the 40 square miles of 
water at their wilt Old mountaineers 
who are well nsed to all kinds of queer 
things declare that tbe floating island 
of Henry lake-is the most wonderful 
thing to be seeu in the mountain regions 
of the United States.—St Louis Re- 
public.

Tho special commission sent to cen- 


tral Asia by the Russian government to 
study tho question of the possibility of 
restoring tho river Ama Dariu to its 
ancient bed has completed ita labors 
and returned to St Petersburg, where 
it has reported in favor of the scheme. 
It is declared perfectly feasible at a 
relatively small cost, and if put into 
execution will modify the entire eco- 
nomic and strategical condition of cen- 
tral Asia by establishing an iminter- 
rupted waterway from the confines of 
Afghanistan to the Baltic. 


A curious legal action is reported 


from London in connection with the 
kidnaping in London of the Chinese 
doctor Sun Yat Sen by the Chinese em- 
bassy last October. An English servant, 
wbo had been in the. employ of the sin- 
bassy for seven years, received u prom- 
ise from tho doctor and his English 
friejids outeide of a sum of $2,600 if 
he would constitute himself tho means 
of intercourse between them, with the 
view of the. former's escape. Of course 
ho was dismissed from the (service of 
tho embassy ns soon as ever the role 
which ho hail played in coutribntinR to 
tho escape of the doctor from captivity, 
deportation to China and certain death 
was discovered. 
But. both tho doctor 


and his friends tiow dcclino to fulfill 
their promises, and the servant bus 
therefore instituted legal proceedings 
•giiinnt them for the. recovery of tho 
money owed to him, — Now York Trib- 
une.

Decline or the teecb Trade. 


The medicative leech is now practi- 


cally a thing of the past The falling 
off in the demand far leeches by the 
medical profession is quite astonishing, 
as may be judged from the fact that in 
the year 1845 the two largest hospitals 
itt London called for about 50,000 of 
them, whereas now these institutions 
order only 50 or 100 leeches at irregular 
aud infrequent intervals. 


We are informed by well known leech 


importers that the trade in leeches has 
been subject to such fierce competition 
that .the price has been brought down 
almost to nil The quotation for a sin- 
gle hundred leeches at the present mo- 
ment is fixed at a rate which is -little 
more than half what the great hospitals 
paid for their enormous leech supplies 
in 1845. 


At that time the importation of 


leeches was carried on by means of sail- 
ing boats plying to and from Smyrna; 
bet, owing to the difficulties of transfer 
and the irregular arrival of the boats, 
mary attempts were jnade to conserve 
and breed leeches in Eiigjand. One en- 
terprising man established three ponds 
"on his own" at the top of Brixtoa hill 
and used to dispose of many thousands 
of leeches weekly. His successors, how- 
ever—our informants—have a gross an- 
nual output of only 40,000, not a tithe 
of the business done half a century ago. 


Assuredly the leech has seen his best 


days. With the old regime, when cup- 
ping and bleeding were the sheet an- 
chors of surgery, the leech all but disap- 
peared. So constant was his employ- 
ment in mediaeval times that his name 
furnished a synonym, for tho medical 
profession, and the doctor came to be 
known impolitely as "the leech," per- { 
haps a subtle allusion to the rapacity for 1 
fees which characterized the profession 
iu those times. 


At present the Hungarian speckled 


leech is most in request. It is unsafe to 
use the leeches found in some of our 
ponds in England, for their trite is dan- 
gerous, often giving rise to blood poison- 
ing.—Household. Words. 


The Jmrm Python. 


No creatr.ro of tbe jungles of Java is 


more feared than the terrible python. A 
hunter tells of his experiences with one 
of these huge snakes. 


"Gunning one day near the Wasli 


river, iu the interior of the island," he 
says, "I watched aimmberof wild hogs 
coming to the water to drink. Suddenly 
the head of a snake rose above the grass, 
and a box squealed. A python had seiz- 
ed a full grown one, easily three feet 
high at the shoulder, and thrown two 
coils around the body. Under the tre- 
mendous pressure the hog seemed to 
lengthen, and when the make uncoiled 
I saw only a strip of meat, nothing dis- 
tinguishable but the head. I shot the 
snake. It was 12 feet long and over 7 
inches through, and yet its coils haa 
crushed tho bones of its prey like chips. 
There is no doubt that hidden away in 
vast, swanips of the. interior are many 
anacondas of enormous size. Parties 
have been made np to hunt them, but 
the malarious climate drives them 
buck."—Chicago Record.

shall of Virginia, who was 48 years 
of age when he assumed this post 
by appointment of President John 
Adams*.

Andrew Jackson appointed his suc- 
cessor, Roger B. Taney of. Mary- 
land, who held the office until his 
death, in 1S64. Judge Taney was 59 
years of age when appointed and 87 
at the time of his death. No chief 
justice of the supreme court perhaps 
had more intricate questions to de- 
termine or to Tote upon in that tri- 
bunal thai* did Judge Taney, anci 
his tenure and that of Chief Justice 
Marshall stretch over nearly one- 
half of tlie history of the Unitet" 
States as a nation.

Taney's successor was Salmon P. 
Chase of Ohio, who had previouslj- 
been secretary of the treasury, and 
was 50 years of age when appointed 
He served for nine years, dying iu 
1873. 
Mr. Chase was appointed by 


Abraham Lincoln, and jt is a part of 
the history of their day that Mr 
Chase was himself a candidate for 
the presidency and bad hoped to de 
feat Mr. Lincoln for renoinination 
and to succeed him, and later, "

nomination for the 
presidency 


though he had been one of the 
founders of the Republican party. 
Chief Justice Chase was succeeded

who have served, several men have 
been nominated for the office but re- 
jected by the senate, which has cou- 
innatory power. The office of chief 
justice is by many citizens more 
highly coveted than that of the 
presidency. The labor is less, tho 
responsibility much smaller, tho 
tenure longer and the honor an ex- 
alted one.—New York Sun.

tions. In describing his % 
Ti^it to an 


firab chief, Mr. Kelly says: On 
reaching i-ainji my reception was 
most gi-atifyjug—a ]x-rfect blind- 
ing of respectful solicitude and bos 


wCicvniti*. After kissing ay 


baud, the sheik assisted mo to dis- 
mount, bidding tue welcome and 
saying that my visit brought a 
blessing on his house. Conducting 
me to'my tent, he added: "This 
house is yours and all it contains. 
Do what you will with it and with 
us your servants"—a truly Biblical 
greeting and one which immediate- 
ly suggested the days of Abrahan>, 
an illusion heightened when water 
was brought, and hands, face and 
feet were washed before I was left 
to rest on the cushions in the tent 
and the sheik retired to prepare tho 
evening maal. 


Under the Mohammedan code 


thrt* days of hospitality is a right 
wayfarers may demand, though in 
the ease of accepted friends the roy- 
al bounty of the host heaps favor 
after favor upon the guest without 
stint or limitation. 


Probably the first distinct impres- 


sion I received from the Bedouins 
was the close resemblance of their 
life to that of Old Testament times. 
Their loose, flowing robes added to 
their naturally toll and imposing 
appearance, and their strong, majes- 
tic faces, slightly Jewish ia type, 
together with their gracious, old 
world courtesies, irresistibly sug- 
gested the patriarchs of old. Their 
lives, thoughts, sayings and occupa- 
tions remain unchanged through all 
these centuries, and the incidents 
and conversations of jay daily in- 
tercourse with them were always 
Abrahamic in character. 


Though nomads, the Arabs are 


.rovers from necessity rather than 
from choice, and where fodder and 
water are found ia sufficient abun- 
dance they form permanent camps, 
surrounding their tents with a com- 
pound of durra stalks and frequent- 
ly building stone or mud lodges for 
their guests. 


When, on the march, they are? con- 


tent with very small 'tents, easily 
packed and carried, 1>ut in their per- 
manent camps their homes are of 
regal proportions. The ono I occu- 
pied covered some 2,000 square .feet 
and was about 11 feet high in the 
center,, sloping to 5 feet or so at the 
sides The test clot!: ™as 23 nsisiL 
made of goat hair and particolored 


broad sSrines of black^ green, 


maroon, blue ami white, while from 
•he eeams depended tassels from 
which other cloths are hung to di- 
vide the tent intaTseparate apart- 
ments when occupied, by a family. 


The furniture is simple. R«gs are 


spread over the sand and reclining 
cushions- scattered about them. In 
the corner is a zoer,. or large-water 
pot, and by it a cubi yek, or drink- 
ing cup. of brass or copper. Round 
the side of the tent is a row of 
painted boxes,, in which aro packed 
the household goods and chattels 
when moving, while a few quaintly 
wrought lamps and, half buried in 
tho sarwl, a largeaarthensbowl used 
as a. firejjlaco complete the list. 


Very domestic in, their habits, ev- 


erything about them has personal 
associations. The tent cloths are 
spun, dyed and woven by their 
women and children, as also are 
their saddle cloths and trappings, 
and these are so highly prized by 
them that money cannot buy the 
simplest product of their wives' in- 
dustry, though theymay give them' 
freely in token of friendship. Gen • 
erally married to one wife, the Bed- 
ouin regards' her and her children 
with a devotion not general among 
orientals, and I believe that the 
Arab word "watan" is the only real 
equivalent in any language for the 
English word "home."

with me into the country one winter 
morning.

Tht- lighter tyjxr^ of soil as a role 


will l»- most buiitiiied by irrigatiou in 
humid climate', not ouly because of tho 
naturally small water capacity and con- 
sequent deficiency of water supply for 
Jaige yselds. but oecnnse such toils are 
less h.ibV to be seriously injured ill 
tilth by injudicious applications of wa- 
ter, asid because they are gecenilly tin- 
able, owing to their coarser grained 
structure, to yield as large amounts of 
plant food with the natural rainfall as 
the finer types of Foil are capable of giv- 
iut,'. It should be understood, howevex, 
that tlie heavier types of soil may bo ir- 
rigated with profit where water iscasily 
accessible and where thorough drainage 
ia readily rfcnn-d, although in these 
cases, except when the lauds are in 
grass, great care must bo esercised not 
to puddle the soil and not to allow it to 
dry aud become cloddy. 


In sections where tho time has not 


developed for a full utilization of the 
water resources for irrigation there arc 
certain liuas along which labor and 
capital may be profitably invested. 
First the kitchen garden. The only way 
to make these gardens a certainty in a 
very large part of even the humid por- 
tion of the United States is to apply ir- 
rigation to them. The market garden is 
an industry m which a large income is 
expected from a small area, and because 
of this it is cue upon which larger ex- 
penditures per acre are permissible, and 
in which curtailment of yield or injury 
to quality through drought is most dis- 
astrous, "it is therefoie a type of plant 
husbandry eminently suited to irriga- 
tion iu humid climates. 


Strawberries, raspberries and black- 


berries are all extremely sensitive to 
drought aud much reduced in yield by a 
shortage in soil moisture, while the 
value of tho crop per acre is so large 
that irrigation may be practiced with 
advantage where the rainfall of early 
stmuuer or the capacity of soil lo hold 
water is small. 


There is j»rhaps no crop raised in 


Jiumitt climates where the water condi- 
tions need to be under such complete 
control as for cranberries. Where the 
winters are severe the vines need to be 
largely submerged in water and so held 
until the killing frosts of spring are 
passed. Then it not infrequently hap- 
pens that the vines urast be flooded to 
avert the ravages of insect ,\ or us a 
protection agniust fronts at or just be- 
fore the ti'iu- of harvest. It may there- 
fore boCaid that thoroughly successful 
cranberry calruro is impossible where 
:ui abnuuioiou ot water is not at com- 
mand.

Barley is a good substitute for oa« as 


a feed for horses and young stock and is 
much stronger than oats. It is an ad- 
vantage to grow barley from tho fact 
that it can be grown on rich laud with- 
out risk, such as an oat ciop would bi^ 
It makes a butter nurse c-rop for clover 
than oats. We believe it will produce 
more buaheLs per acre on an average 
than oats. 


But the best substitute for oats and 


the best small grain crop the common 
fanner can raise to have consumed on 
the farm is a combination of peas, bar- 
ley, oats and wheat called the Bonanza 
mixture. It is sown together in the 
spring as an oat and barley crop and 
harvested as such. We have growu this 
combination for several years and have 
selected such varieties of grain as 
would ripen together. The yield has 
been from 80 to BO bushels per acre, -SO 
being the yield the dry season of 1894. 
This crop is a success in every way. It 
•will produce more bushels per acre than 
oats. The grain is much superior. 


This combination makes a splendid 


annual pasture for hogs or calves, as tho 
different kinds of grain give a variety 
of grcea feed that is relished and is 
beneficial for young stock.'

Of hi.-> nx-eiit extended study of the 


gold resources of South Africa Dr. 
Beckor s»ys that the Transvaal republic 
contains the largest gold deposits iu the 
world. Wuhni 15 miles of Johannes- 
burg th< ro is an amount of gold, prac- 
tically in sight, estimated to be worth 
$3,500,000,000, c,r nearly as much as 
the entire volume of gold coin now in 
tlie world. Tho gold is extraordinarily 
uniform, as uniform as coal m an or- 
dinary deposit, as shown by shafts 
which have been sunk to a depth of 
1,800 
fett and diamond drillings which 


have gone piill farther. At present the 
gold is bcitu? t.ikeii out at the rate of 
;?]OO.iiOO,000 a year. 


The rm*--t surprising news which Dr. 


Becker brings is the testimony of an 
Amcne.ui who was formerly his assist- 
aut in the geological survey, and who 
is now msjagrd in mining iu the Trans- 
vaal, where he has made several mil- 
lion's of dollar1-. The American mining 
espeit tays to ins knowledge nnd belief 
the gold dopuhifs, instoad of Iwing ISO 
milos loug—tho region now in light—i 
practically 1, £00 miles long, exec pt that 
in the ri>-st of the region later deposits 
Invi' pome in ov<v tho gold. This, how- 
ever, will not prevent economical min- 
ing, 
but \vill bimply doldy it.—Popular

Advice tj Cotton Planten*. 


Cotton growers are now making prep- 


arations for their cropping operat ions. 
Southern Cultivator offers them some 
advice: 


In arranging their plans we would 


advise planters to consider first in im- 
portance grain, provision aud forage 
crops for the sustenance of all employed 
in farming operations. Eliminate from 
tho account of expenses to be incurred 
the heavy one of subsistence. With this 
out of the way, do not pitch your cot- 
ton crop on an increased acreage. The 
path of duty for tho cotton grower is to 
reduce tho eo>st of production, and this 
cannot be done by increasing the acre- 
age. Reduce tho acreage and intensify 
the culture, .so that one aero will do the 
work of two. Increasing tho j ield per 
acre inounfi more thorough culture of 
tho soil antl tho plan, Mid thu (selection 
of tho I«"-t «5ocd for producing not only 
tho greatest yield, but the bosi hut on 
an aero poscible, 


brisk, and for feed lots and small hog 
pastures nothing better con be sown. 
As a succotash crop for soiling we think 
it could not be excellent, although we 
have never tried it But it makes such 
a Insurious growth we feel sure 
would make a wealth of feed to cut for 
cows or hogs. 


Subooil 


Subsoil plowing, although a means o 


conserving moisture, does not produce 
it, and is therefore not a substitute f o 
irrigation where the rainfall is fax 
small to produce crops. Where there i 
a hard, dry subsoil, subsoil plowing i 
to be rc-comnipiided. Where the subsoi 
is loose, gravelly or sandy, subsoiliu 
is probably unnecessary or may even b 
injurious. Do not subsoil when the soi 
is very wet, either above or beneath, as ] 
there "is great danger of puddling tlie 
soil, thus leaving it in worse condition 
than, before. This is one. of tho reasoas 
why it is better to sabsoil ia the full 
than in the spring. 


If the ground be subsoiled in the fall, 


the winter and spring rains have ample 
opportunity to soak in, that, being the 
season of greatest rainfall and Jeast 
evaporation 
Subcoiling in the spring 


way bo a positive detriment if the sub- 
soil be extremely dry, as ill that case 
the rniim ater is partially removed from 
the young plant by the ahsorption of 
the bottom soil If tho spring rains 
vrero heavy, this would not be a disad- 
vantage.—T. L. Lyon, Xebraska Sta- 
tion. 


Vfstte ot Corn. 


It M a very moderate estimate that 10 


per cent of the corn crop is wasted in 
the crib, either by <jiposure to tbc 
weather or by injury by vermin. In the 
south, wht-re the corn moth damages tho 
stored grain, at least 50 per cent of the 
value o! the old corn held over until 
tho new crop comes in is lost every 
year, all of which might bo saved by a 
cheap protection of vriru gauxe inside 
the crib. A Country Gentleman corre- 
spondent, who has tired it, has had no 
lo*ses of grain by mice or moth lirac. 
Another correspondent covers his ccrn- 
cribs with waterproof canvas covers, 
previously stepped in a solution of sugar 
of lead and alum. In summer these 
same covers are used to protect an un- 
finished stock or n load of li.tr in u f 
den swim.
